tractively packaged and priced 
right Farms cannot afford at- 
tractive packaging unless they 
have a reasonable hope of sell- 
ing their products. 

The farmer needs a dejyend- 
able source of transportation 
and markets The merchant 
needs 1 source of supply that 
he can depend upon throughout 
the yaar. rather than a surplus 
at one time and a shortage at 
other times All these factors 
must be solved together

The Ku Klux Klan has called the civil 
rights movement “Communist infiltrated" and 
therefore "unAmerican.” 

because two of the world's great ers, 
Russia and Chkia, are also Communist nations 
and beuuse their influence is spreading. AAer 
leans are rightly concerned that Communism 
is a constant threat to our freedom. 

But Communism is not the only idealogy 
lurking in the shadows, threatening to un- 
dermine the things we hold most dear. It 
has only been a couple of decades since 
another word sent shivers up and down the 
American spine. 

That word vwas Fascism. 

There aren't any great Fascist nations 
dominant in world affairs today, thanks to 
World War II. but if organizations like the 
Khan had their way, America would be such 
a nation before the year was out. 

All the old characteristic signs surround 
the Klan, just as they were in Hitler's Ger- 
many. Instead of Jews, the Klan points to 
the Negroes as a minority group respo«^ J Jt)le 
for whatever is wrong with America. The 
old German wisfi for a bl nde. white N<utfic 
“master race” is supplanted in the Klan u*2id 
by an insistence on simple "white supre- 
macy" in the south. Instead of a formal, 
unifronted SS organization, the Klan has its 
own goon squad reportedly trained in such 
things as assassination fram a moving car. 
And in place of Hitler's insistence that Ger- 
many should rule the world, and his require- 
ment that all Germans literally worship, as a 
religi n. the State of Germany, t-he Klan would 
revive the narrow-minded an unreasoned 
emotions of strict nationalism, saying that 
America should rule the world, that Amer- 
ica is never wrong, saying, in effect, that you 
better love America, buddy, or else I’ll kill 
you. 

And to the Klan mentality, “loving 
America" is the same as hating Negroes. And 
lews, and Catholics. 

C mmunism is indeed a threat to Amer- 
ica. and we must ttever lose sight of that fact 
And perhaps the Communists are pleased by
